FOLDERS DRAW CLIENTS. 


The arrival on the editor's desk re- 
cently of several different types of 
mailing pieces from landscape nurs- 
ery firms seems to indicate that this 
type of advertising is decidedly on 
the increase among such operators. 

Aside from two or three syndicated 
mailing pieces used by firms in al- 
lotted localities, little use was made of 
this form of selling before the war. 
The general impression seemed to be 
that a landscape firm of standing, if 
it sent out any mailing piece at all, 
could use only something elaborate in 
layout, printed in colors and general- 
ly expensive in form. Unless the land- 
scape nurseryman has a designer in 
his employ who is expert at typo- 
graphical as well as horticultural lay- 
out, such attempts call for the serv- 
ices of an advertising man and an 
artist. The time and cost involved fre- 
quently led the nurseryman to fall 
back on personal selling again 

But some attractive mailing pieces 
have been produced just with the 
services of a printer who knew how 
to space the type and place the illus- 
trations effectively. In fact, when the 
nurseryman is aiming for the average 
homeowner's order, a mailing piece 
that is in keeping will be more effec- 
tive than the elaborate and costly 
booklets that might be sent to estate 
owners, where there are such 

Some of these mailing pieces are 
little more than retail price lists. 
Sometimes they list a fairly complete 
line, including ornamental trees and 
shrubs, fruits and berry plants, roses, 
evergreens and vines. Other folders 
may feature a select list of roses, leav- 
ing it to the recipient to infer that 
other plants are in equally good sup- 
ply from the nursery. 

Some of the folders that cover 
landscape service seem to attempt to 
cover everything the nurseryman of 
fers, from tree feeding and winter 
mulching to the preparation of plans 
and the actual planting. Such a folder 
is useful if the firm makes only one 
or two mailings a year. When mail- 
ings are made oftener, say from four 
to six times a year, if not monthly, 
less inclusive folders that individually 
feature one timely phase of the firm's 
service, or perhaps a seasonable group 
of services, concentrate the pros- 
pect’s attention.

Mirror of the Trade 








There is a good deal to be said for 
regular mailings, though one or two 
a year would be distinctly better than 
none at all. One cannot be sure of 
attracting every prospect's attention 
by a single mailing, for he may be 
away from home or his attention may 
be engaged on some critical matter 
at the time, whereas another mailing 
two months later will bring him 
around. Then, too, the value of repe- 
tition in advertising is so well known, 
and in these days is so much stressed 
by the advertising fraternity, that it 
needs no more than a passing re- 
minder. 

The many successful mail-order 
firms in this field testify to the effec- 
tiveness of selling by mail. Local land 
scape firms that wish to extend the 
number of their clients cannot do 
better than to give this method of 
selling their attention 





ARBOR DAY IN APRIL. 


For several years a movement has 
been on foot to establish a fixed time 
—the last Friday in April—for Arbor 
day in every state, either by legisla 
tive statute, if possible, or by gover 
nor’s proclamation. 

In some states Arbor day was not 
officially observed at all. In a few, 
a definite date was fixed by law. In 
others, the governor set an appro 
priate occasion by proclamation. For 
lack of planning beforehand or on 
account of inclement weather, ob 
servation was, and is, often slighted 
or altogether lacking. 

Moreover, the time of the spring 
planting season varies from year to 
year and from state to state accord 
ing to latitude. A date that is favor 
able for planting trees one year is 
distinctly discouraging another sea 
son. 

A fixed date, it is argued, will 
make possible suitable ceremonies for 
observance of Arbor day in every 
state, when the importance and use 
of trees may be impressed upon the 
rising generation. Then actual plant- 
ing of trees may be done—in school 


yards, public grounds and other 
places—when the weather is suit- 
able. 


Support of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen and the Nation- 
al Arborist Association has been 
gained for the movement. Some prog- 
ress was made in 1948, and more is 
expected in 1949. In a number of 
states, chairmen have been ap- 
pointed, usually commercial or mu- 





nicipal tree men, to enlist support for 
legislation. Nurserymen will be asked 
for it, probably at their state mect 
ings, and their committees on legis 
lation should be able to lend needed 


help 





CAN PLANTS BE CURED? 


On top of the rapid development 
in chemicals for the prevention of 
plant diseases, there may be at hand 
a new era in which the cure of plant 
diseases will be undertaken. Recent 
ly a group of horticultural scientists 
listened to some of their members 
from Michigan State College report 
on having perfected a cure by spray 
ing with an antibiotic called Actidi 
one. When the spray was used on 
few plants such as roses and cucum 
bers having powdery mildew, the 
disease was cleared up and the leaves 
continued to function. Moreover 
only a small quantity of Actidione 
was needed to do the job, one-half 
gram per 100 gallons of water 
though the material costs $10 per 
gram at present 

Undoubtedly scientists the 
country will be doing considerable 
research work to find out just what 
this chemical will accomplish. Per 
haps it will cure only powdery mil 
dew. But if it is selective, and will 
not cure black spot and leaf spot as 
well, then scientists may be able t 
find other antibiotics effective 
against the other diseases 

There is still the question as to how 
far a disease might be advanced in 
plant tissue and the cure still be suc 
cessful. Perhaps this new antibiotic 
would cure powdery mildew on its 
first appearance, but have less value 
as the disease advanced 

Hitherto nurserymen have been 
concerned with the prevention of 
disease, rather than its cure. Spray 
schedules are devised for the coat 
ing of the entire surface of healthy 
plants with a fungicide which will 
destroy disease spores before they 
have a chance to penetrate the plant 
tissue. Hence fungicides are virtual 
ly useless when disease has obtained 
a foothold in the plant. But if a cura 
tive procedure is developed by the 
scientists, that will be a new story 


over

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Trends in Rare Plants 


Year after year, interest increases 
throughout our country where once 
only a small percentage of gardeners 
or plant lovers in general were in- 
terested in rare plants. Today this 
demand has increased to such an ex- 
tent that it exceeds the supply. 

Even if the increase has been slow, 
there has been proof that rare plants 
have a market, and nurserymen who 
have worked hard to build up collec- 
tions of such plants have found ready 
sales. It is therefore up to the nurs- 
erymen and propagators to be pre- 
pared to meet this demand for un- 
usual plants not ordinarily found in 
our gardens or landscapes or along 
our avenues 

Arboretums and botanical gardens 
regularly publicize the unusual char- 
acteristics of the finest of these 
rarieties, and in this way the public 
has become conscious of plants it had 
not known before. Some of the pub 
lications featuring these unique spe- 
cies include Arnoldia, published by 
the Arnold Arboretum, edited by Dr. 
Donald Wyman; the Morton Ar- 
boretum Bulletin of Popular Infor- 
mation, edited by E. L. Kammerer; 
Journal of the New York Botanical 
Garden; the Bulletin of the Ameri- 
can Rock Garden Society; the Brook- 
lyn Botanic Garden Record; the 
Journal of the American Horticul- 
tural Society, edited by Dr. B. Y. 
Morrison, and the Bulletin of the 
Hemlock Arboretum at “Far Coun- 
try,” edited by Charles F. Jenkins. 

These journals and many more 
throughout the United States are 
constantly and diligently bringing be- 
fore our potential customers informa- 
tion on rare plants and trees, thus 
creating a demand for plants which 
only a few nurserymen in this 
country have to offer. Does it not 
seem strange that we have failed to 
recognize the possibilities of this new 
field for sales covering an entire na- 
tion? The demand is here, but are 
we ready? 

The question so often in mind is, 
“Just what is a rare plant, and how 
shall I recognize its possibilities for 
being useful and outstanding in the 
garden and landscape or on the ave- 
nue or in the park?” 

Two things make this easy. First, 
a rare plant is not always one that 
has been recently introduced. It may 
be a shrub, tree, evergreen or herba- 
ceous plant which has been in ex- 
istance for many years. Often such 
is the case when nurserymen and

propagators have failed to recognize 
a plant’s value and therefore have 
failed to reproduce it. 

In the second place, those persons 
associated with arboretums and 
botanical gardens are constantly 
studying rare plants and making rec- 
ords of each characteristic quality, 
or trait. These men are most gener 
ous with the information they gather 
and introduce it freely into their 
bulletins. 

I am not selling subscriptions to 
these publications, but I wonder how 
many of you know of these publica- 
tions or subscribe to them. If you 
wish to be prepared for advanced 
gardening, I certainly recommend 
that you become familiar with them 

As an example of the information 
to be found in these publications, Dr 
Donald Wyman has for many years 
drawn attention to the many uses of 
the fastigiate trees in the bulletin 
Arnoldia. Each article has described 
in detail the characteristics of the 
plant under discussion, and Dr. Wy 
man has explained the value of each 
fastigiate acer, or maple, as a tree 
for accent, for avenue planting or as 
a tree which will not obstruct vision. 
The coloring of the foliage, the 
plant’s hardiness and many other 
things which should be known about 
a tree and usually are not included in 
these bulletins. Dr. Wyman is also 
careful to mention the undesirable 
habits, knowledge of which is of ex 
treme value to any gardener or 
nurseryman who is interested in 
knowing the best of the rarer plants 

In the Journal of the New York 
Botanical Garden for December, 
1947, a survey and appraisal by 
Elizabeth Kieper of the work of 
Bernard H. Slavin was included in an 
article entitled “Woody Plants 
Unique and Noteworthy in the 
Rochester Parks.” After reading this 
article on the work of Mr. Slavin 
and his development of many rare 
plants, any keen plantsman should be- 
come enthusiastic. If he has not al 
ready started producing rare plants, 
he certainly will want to begin with- 
out delay. 

I am aware that in past years the 
chief reason that nurserymen have 
not been interested in rare plants has 
been the lack of sales. Gardeners 
were not familiar with these plants, 
and as a matter of fact, many nursery- 
men were not either, so that a rare 
plant would stand on the side un- 
noticed. The customer would come 


to the nursery with a list of the 
plants he wanted and with which he 
was familiar, which were the more 
common kinds, and all that was 
necessary was to take his order. This 
was much simpler than taking time 
to acquaint the customer with plants 
which were uncommon, for the nurs- 
eryman would have to tell the cus- 
tomer why he should use this rare 
plant and how lovely it would look 
among his garden plantings. Then, 
too, the rarer plants are generally a 
little more difficult to reproduce; so 
why bother? 

I should like to prove to you that 
there is an upward trend in the de- 
mand for rare plants. Earlier, I men- 
tioned that Dr. Wyman has been 
writing about the rarer trees and 
their value in landscape planting. 
This has created a national interest, 
and many cities are planning entire 
avenues of the less common trees. 
Parks are being designed to increase 
the public's interest in plants, and 
authorities are desirous of securing 
the rare plants which have been 
brought to their attention. Fastigiate 
trees are to replace avenues of broad- 
growing trees which have served well 
in their time, but the narrowness of 
the fastigiate forms is better for 
the narrow avenues, and so they will 
replace the broad trees. Some cities 
are making inquiries for these rarer 
trees in quantities of thousands, and 
the question is, from where will they 
come? A few nurserymen have had 
the foresight to grow them, but it is 
not possible for a few producers to 
supply the demand for many thou- 
sands of trees within the next year 
or two. It takes time to grow these 
trees, and that is why we should have 
been prepared to meet this demand. 

This demand has expanded to 
cover all kinds of rare plants; so let 
us consider the herbaceous kinds for 
a moment. 


Dr. A. P. Saunders, Hamilton Col- 
lege, Clinton, N. Y., has been work- 
ing on the production of peonies for 
many years. His enthusiasm for de- 
veloping new kinds that would be 
different in color and form inspired 
his hybridizing work. After many 
years of work, his results are beyond 
anyone's imagination, and his peonies 
are a must on the list of any gardener 
who has seen them. The pastel 
shades are the richest and most bril- 
liant that can possibly be obtained 
by a hybridist. How many of you 
have seen them or even read about

them? Yet they may be seen, and 
many articles have been written 
about them, but they are rare. 

It would be possible to spend days 
or even weeks discussing the upward 
trend in the demand for rare plants 
because many facts could be brought 
to your attention to demonstrate the 
advisability of producing and grow- 
ing rare plants. There is an open 
field ahead of you, which is too 
vast for the imagination. As a result 
of my own experience with increased 
demands and sales for rarer plants, 
I do not hesitate to advise you to 
develop this new line rather than 
continue with a general list of plants, 
plus a few rarities 

The following is a list of some of 
the lesser-known and seldom-grown 
plants for which demand is steadily 
increasing: 

Acer saccharum monumentale, sen 
try sugar maple. 

Acer rubrum columnare, columnar 
red maple. 

Acer griseum, paperbark maple 

Asiatic, or Japanese maples in 
variety. 

Adina rubelle, an unusual shrub 
from China. 

Cercis canadensis alba, a white- 
flowering form of American redbud. 

Chionanthus retusus, Chinese 
white fringe tree. 

Cornus florida salicifolia, willow- 
leaf American dogwood. 

Corylopsis sinensis, a‘ shrub to 
small tree from China that bears 
pendent spikes of yellow flowers in 
early spring. 

Cyrilla racemiflora, an American 
shrub of great charm. 

Pyrus chojure, an ornamental fruit 
pear from Japan. 

Salix taxifolia, a willow with gray 
taxus-like leaves. 

Stewartia sinensis, etc., shrubs to 
small trees that flower in summer. 

Styrax obassia, a fragrant snowbell 
from the Orient. 

Viburnum macrocephalum sterile, 
a Chinese snowball viburnum that 
has no equal. 


THE YELLOW COTTONWOOD. 


Information is sought from nurs- 
erymen in the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi river regions who have heard 
of or seen the so-called yellow cotton- 
wood, pictured on this page. This 
distinctive variety of cottonwood has 
come to the attention of extension 
foresters within the past ten years, 
having been reported in certain sec- 
tions of the Missouri river bottoms in 
Nebraska and from southeastern Mis- 
souri along the Mississippi river. 

The history of the discovery of 


this tree is both interesting and color- 
ful. It was first called to the attention 
of extension forester A. M. Sowder, 
Washington, D. C., about five years 
ago, when he observed an eastern 
Nebraska farm home constructed of 
the lumber of yellow cottonwood, 
which appeared to be of superior 
quality and durability. Mr. Sowder 
reported that the late J. J. Lydick, 
who resided near Tekamah, Neb., 
spent many years observing and in 
vestigating the qualities of this tree 
and did more than any other person 
to propagate and distribute planting 
stock of the yellow cottonwood. He 
suggested that if this tree is definitely 
established as a distinct variety, Mr

Lydick should be given credit for its 
discovery and introduction to the 
trade. 

Mr. Lydick is believed to have ob 
tained his first cuttings from some of 
the big specimen trees along the 
Missouri river, northeast of Tekamah, 
by shooting off branches from the 
tops with a rifle. He established a 
number of plantations of the trees, 
which are the first known, on his 
farms in northeastern Nebraska. The 
cutting stock of this variety was care- 
fully distributed under Mr. Lydick’s 
guidance, and so far as is known, all 
the trees now under observation in 
plantings and those which are being 
commercially distributed have come 
from these original trees or from 
large straight-trunked cottonwoods in 
the same Tekamah group, which were 
identified and described by Mr. Ly- 
dick as genuine yellow cottonwoods. 
In this section Mr. Lydick made 
a unique and commendable contribu- 
tion to farm forestry and to the nurs- 
ery trade. 

Much credit is also due extension 
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forester E. G. Maxwell, of Nebraska, 
who first heard of the yellow cotton- 
wood about twelve years ago and 
since that time, has been making ob- 
servations and correlating informa- 
tion from various sources concerning 
the tree. He followed closely all of 
Mr. Lydick’s activities with the va 
riety, but recently reported that even 
with the information he has gathered 
in the past decade, the yellow cotton- 
wood still remains a mystery. It is 
definitely established that the trees 
do produce fine, straight-grained 
wood which works nicely and is su 
perior and more valuable than the 
common curly white cottonwood 
Mr. Maxwell reported that studies 
were conducted by the department of 
botany, University of Nebraska, and 


duce any distinctive botanical char 
acteristics which would identify the 
tree from common white cottonwood 
in the younger stages. Some old 
timers claim that they can distinguish 
the older yellow cottonwoods on the 
stump because of the straightness of 
the trunk and the straightness of the 
ridges on the bark 

Investigating reports of the tree in 
southeastern Missouri, Mr. Maxwell 
found that settlers had fenced their 
fields with clear rails ten feet long, 
split from yellow cottonwood, and 
that some lumberman had cut con 
siderable quantities of this type of 
cottonwood in the past from the Mis 
sissippi river bottom. Lacking sub 
stantiating information from addi 
tional sources, Mr. Maxweil con 
cluded that presumably the yellow 
cottonwood may not be a distinct 
species and that the superior lumber 
qualities might be entirely caused by 
environment. It is hoped that those 
who possess information concerning 
the yellow cottonwood will con- 
tribute their knowledge in an effort 
to clear up the mystery. 

In addition to the rather extensive 
plantings and distribution conducted 
by Mr. Lydick, stock of this cotton 
wood variety is now planted and 
under observation at Peru and 
Omaha, Neb., and on the campus of 
the University of Nebraska, Lincoln, 
and at the horticultural farm of Kan 
sas State College. It is also highly 
probable that additional distribution 
was made several years ago when 
cuttings were taken by the soil con- 
servation service from one of the big 
trees in the Tekamah group. Two 
commercial nurseries in Nebraska and 
one in Kansas are now propagating 
and marketing the Lydick cotton- 
wood, and there may be others which 
have not as yet been brought to the 
attention of the writer in his investi- 
gation. George M. Fisher. 
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Nursery Machinery and Tools 


Work is more likable when it can 
be done smoothly and efficiently 
Proper machinery and tools help us 
to attain these objectives. 

Economical consideration and 
study should be foremost when con- 
templating the purchase of machin 
ery. A large corporation that is 
wealthy and conservative, with which 
I was associated for a number of 
years, ascertained before a piece of 
small machinery could be purchased 
that it pay for itself in two or three 
years. Facts in the form of definite 
figures had to be presented before a 
recommendation would be approved 
for purchase. Of course, larger items 
were given longer periods of amor 
tization. I wonder how many smaller 
nurseries and landscape firms ask 
for facts before buying machinery 
and gadgets which later lie around as 
useless as junk. We know that human 
fancy makes us say “I'd like to have 
one of those things” when we see 
some nice gadget. If the device is 
not going to pay for itself, it is better 
to spend your money on bonds or 
some other investment you know will 
give some return in the future 

We in the nursery business have 
many different tasks to do in our 
work. I have listed the following 
principal motions or activities we 
have to do. Perhaps other peorle 
would list others as being more im- 
portant. In my estimation the prin 
cipal tasks are digging, lifting, pull 
ing, carrying, moving, cutting and 
mowing and cultivating and prepar- 
ing soil. 

Considering the first task, digging, 
I am sure everyone will agree that 
nothing will ever take the place of 
a good, shiny, sharp spade. How 
ever, when hard yellow or blue clay 
or shale is encountered, an air com- 
pressor with a pneumatic spade is the 
only practical answer. In our busi- 
ness, the air compressor has gained 
such importance that if we ever lost 
it, we should feel as if we had retro 
gressed twenty-five years. Needless 
to say, the men love using it. Who 
wants to swing a pick or mattock to 
dig a 7x4-foot hole? We also use a 
lightweight pavement breaker when 
solid rock strata are encountered. 

In digging large balls, you have 
probably noticed that the soil directly 
under and around a tree is always ex- 
tremely dry, especially in the fall of 
the year. A hand spade will not dis 
turb this hard, tight, dry soil; the 
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pneumatic spade literally sails 
through it. Large balls may be dug 
three to four times as fast as by hand 
labor, On iob which we did, 
which involved digging, moving and 
planting a large number of pine trees 
with 6-foot balls, we averaged 43.2 
man-hours per tree for the entire op- 
eration. The trees were dug in hard, 
dry, yellow, rocky clay and planted 
on a steep Cincinnati hillside of clay 
and 6-inch rock strata. Without 
pneumatic power, this job would 
have been almost impractical. 

The pneumatic spade is also ideal 
for digging drainage ditches in diff 
cult soil. The usual team includes one 
man with the spade and one man with 
a long-handled shovel to remove the 
loosened dirt. 

While on the subject of pneumatic 
power, I should like to mention some 
of the other applications there are 
for it, such as with the chain saw 
and earth auger. It is also useful for 
tree feeding, paint spraying, gunit- 
ing (concrete application), backfill 
tamping, application of numerous 
types of drills, bits and chisels, truck 
tire inflation and blowing out pipe 
lines and gutters 

Most pneumatic equipment is ex- 
pensive. If we need a tool for a 
specific job we rent it from some 
equipment company. A practical size 
for a compressor for nursery and 
landscape use is sixty-five cubic feet 
per minute at ninety pounds’ pres 
sure. 

Continuing on the subject of 
digging, we come to the power-driven 
hole digger. A successful type is one 
driven by the power take-off of a 
Ford-Ferguson tractor and raised and 
lowered with the hydraulic system. 
There are numerous auger-type hole 
diggers on the market, but they are 
expensive and are not applicable to 
our work of digging tree holes. The 
one we use is made by the Roper 
Mfg. Co., Zanesville, O., and con- 
sists of a single whorled plate for 
the drill. The 19-inch plate is ideal 
for digging holes for transplanting 
small nursery stock. In September, 
1946, we transplanted 2,600 upright 
junipers with 10-inch balls. The 
over-all time consumed, including 
digging, planting and watering, was 
0.133 man-hours per plant. The 
planting ground was hard and dry, 
and the holes would have had to 
be dug with a spade. Using the 
hole digger we averaged more than 
two 19-inch holes twelve inches deep 


one 


per minute. We paid for the digger 
with this one transplanting job. 

We have also used this digger on 
landscape jobs where a large number 
of shrubs were planted. We recently 
planted a screen of Ligustrum amur- 
ense six to seven feet high. The aver- 
age planting time was 0.113 man- 
hours per shrub, including backfill- 
ing, watering and cleaning up. On 
another large shrub planting of 
Lonicera fragrantissima, three to 
three and one-half feet high, where 
we could not use the hole digger, the 
average over-all planting time was 
0.240 man-hours per plant. In this 
case the soil was rocky and gravelly 

When a number of large tree holes 
are to be dug, it would certainly be 
advantageous to rent a clamshell 
bucket digger. This has been done 
on landscape jobs. I noticed a clam- 
shell digger mounted on a truck dig 
ging a pit for a gasoline storage tank. 

In digging, soil should be handled 
only once. We are guilty of handling 
it twice, as most of you here are 
Some cemeteries have little side- 
dumping carts for hauling away ex- 
cess soil. In planting a large tree, 
why not throw the soil as it is dug 
onto a pallet; then after backfilling 
the tree, pick up the surplus soil on 
the pallet with your tree mover and 
haul it away? 

Lifting is another motion which 
has always taken a great deal of joy 
out of our work. Some factories have 
a limit of sixty pounds as the amount 
that any one man is allowed to lift 
alone. That is not practical for our 
business. For instance, how many 
2 to 2\4-foot balls have you lifted 
and carried, with another fellow us- 
ing a burlap sling? However, there 
is a limit to everything, and balls 
weighing from 300 to 800 pounds 
are too heavy for man power and too 
much trouble for the use of the tree 
mover. We use a simple lifting boom 
attached to the hydraulic system of 
the Ford-Ferguson tractor for loading 
this size ball. On the job we unload 
it by sliding it down a wet plank with 
a shovel. 

Of course, everyone is familiar 
with the automotive tree movers. We 
value ours along with the air com 
pressor equipment. 

In a situation where equipment 
cannot be brought near a tree, we 
lash the ball onto a large steel plate 
with a curved leading edge. The side 
of the hole is cut down, and the plate 
and ball are dragged up and out with 
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winch power. We have a number of 
these plates with rings for tying at 
each corner. We also use them on 
landscape jobs where we have to put 
a tree in an inaccessible location. 

Digging in frozen ground is greatly 
accelerated by the use of explosives. 
We use one to two sticks of forty 
per cent dynamite for breaking a 
frost crust ten to twelve inches thick. 
Frozen ground is tough, even for a 
pneumatic spade. 

Pulling is our next problem for 
solution. Here we enter the realm 
of stretched chains, broken cables and 
accidents. A good power winch is 
the only answer for pulling. We have 
a 20,000-pound winch mounted on a 
heavy-duty truck with 300 feet of 
3 to 8-inch steel cable. If I were to 
start from the beginning with tools 
and equipment, I should suggest first 
a good truck and power winch. 

Unfortunately, thought is not 
given often enough to the basic 
principles of mechanics before start- 
ing an operation. One basic principle 
which should never be forgotten is 
that force equals mass times velocity 
divided by time. That first sudden 
jerk or rapid pull does the damage. 
It is evident from experience and the 
principle mentioned above that a slow 
speed in pulling gets the job done. 
Any engineers’ handbook will give 
the capacity of chains, cables and 
rope. 

A good supply of sturdy snatch 
blocks is essential for giving direction 
to a pull. Often in landscape jobs we 
have to pull around corners and in 
almost every direction. Knowledge 
of what constitutes a good anchor, or 
deadman, is equally essential. Of 
course, a good tree is always wel- 
come. In lifting one large pin oak 
with a 12-foot ball, we pulled out 
of the ground a railroad tie buried 
five feet deep. It is a good idea to 
use some old cable to tie onto an 
anchor. After the job is done, cut 
off the cable below the ground and 





leave the anchor for the next genera- 
tion. It is too costly to dig it out. 
Another method of securing an 
anchor is to drive a series of steel 
pins and lash them together with 
chains. We use old truck axles for 
pins. 

Snatch blocks are also used to com- 
pose a system of pulleys. You are 
familiar with the rule, “One minus 
the total strands divided into the load 
gives the pull required to move the 
load.” A lot of wear and tear on 
your winch and other equipment may 
be avoided by the use of a pulley 
system. This is well known, but it 
is worth while to remember. 

In cultivating nursery stock the 
mule or horse still has his place. For 
small plants we use a tractor-driven 
corn cultivator. I should like to find 
a small tractor with the tractive 
power of a big mule and as con- 
trollable as an animal for cultivating 
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NEW NURSERY BUILDING 
COMBINES MANY FEATURES. 


The Prairie Gardens Co., Me 
Pherson, Kan., is enjoying a new 
concrete block building, 60x60 feet, 
which combines office, storage and 
salesroom under one roof with a 
greenhouse attached. It is situated on 
McPherson's main street, also U. S. 
highway 81, just north of town, a 
location much more convenient than 
the old one. The unified plan results 
in economy of operation and makes 
it possible to operate efficiently with 
fewer people. 

Every feature has been carefully 
thought out to give the customers the 
best possible service as economically 
as possible. A spacious parking area 
in front has been provided by setting 
the building back fifty feet from the 
highway right of way. There are 
concrete walks between the storage- 
packing room and the greenhouse; 
there are many colored pictures in 
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the sales area so that customers may 
make their own selections, and the 
office door has a switch that rings a 
bell in the back when the door is 
opened; so no one is unattended for 
long. 

The lawn in front of the store is 
used in summer for display of power 
mowers, lawn furniture and other 
garden merchandise. A convenient 
display of specimen evergreens is 
provided by the landscape planting 
around the building. Heat is obtained 
from an automatic hot-water type 
gas furnace with capacity to serve an 
additional greenhouse 

A sales and display room occupy 
the front of the building. This part 
is stuccoed, while the rest of the 
building has been painted with a 
white waterproof sealer. The office is 
equipped with fluorescent lights, and 
the floor is of asphalt tile that is 
kept clean with waterproof self-polish 
ing wax 

The storage-packing room is sepa 
rated into two areas: One for grading 
and storing of nursery stock, and the 
other, which is equipped with bins 
and stalls, for display of dormant 
shrubs, rosebushes, fruit trees 
shade trees. Raymond Buskirk, man 
ager, states that the concrete walks 
provided in this area are much ap 
preciated by the customers. This 
room is well insulated with Celotex 
and cork and is lighted both by elec 
tricity and by light through three 
insulating glass brick windows 

Provision has been made for fu 
ture expansion. The south side of 
the toolroom is built to allow the 
addition of a lean-to type greenhouse 
and a lean-to lath house may be at 
tached to the north side of the storage 
room 

Surrounding the building are sev 
eral acres of nursery stock planted in 
such a way as to make the most ef 
fective display. City water is used 
in the overhead irrigation system that 
covers nearly the entire area. J. J 
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The Menace of Oak Wilt 


When we look at a fire sweeping 
through the forest or wood lot, the 
damage is quite spectacular. How 
ever, when fungi or insects are on a 
rampage, the damage occurs slowly 
and is not so obvious to untrained 
eyes. From the standpoint of shade 
trees in parks and lawns, where ex- 
tensive fires almost never occur, in- 
sects and fungi are much more de- 
structive than fire 

Oak wilt is a fungus disease about 
which little information has been 
available until recently. The details 
of the research I am discussing have 
been worked out by B. W. Henry, 
C. S. Moses, C. A. Richards and my- 
self, and published with technical 
details elsewhere (Phytopathology 
34: 631-635 and 636-647, 1944). 
This is an example of some of the 
splendid cooperation between the 
bureau of plant industry, soils and 
agricultural engineering of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, the University of Wiscon- 
sin and the Wisconsin conservation 
department. 

The first symptom of wilt on red 
and black oaks, as we have observed 
them, were curling and paling of old 
leaves, usually near the top of the 
tree or toward the tips of lateral 
branches. Affected leaves often be- 
came bronze to brown progressively 
from the end or edge toward the 
base. In some cases the base of the 
petiole became black. The mature 
leaves remained relatively stiff even 
after death. 

Affected mature leaves fell at any 
of the symptom stages; thus it was 
often possible to find fallen leaves 
showing various stages from pale 
green through progressive phases of 
bronzing and browning. From tree to 
tree defoliation varied from slight 
to nearly complete. A diseased tree 
was often conspicuous from a dis- 
tance because of its discolored leaves. 

The symptoms progressed rapidly 
over the entire tree, commonly af- 
fecting the lower branches last. Dy- 
ing of the leaves was usually com- 
plete within a few weeks. A unilater- 
al development of symptoms was sel- 
dom observed. 

As wilting of the primary leaves 
became complete, sucker growth to 
a varying degree often appeared 
along the main stem and larger 
branches. This has given a mislead- 

Dr. Riker is professor of plant pathology 
at the University of Wisconsin, Madison. 
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ing hope that the tree would recover. 
Leaves of this new growth in turn 
wilted and died with symptoms like 
those for young leaves. 

Young leaves, such as those ap 
pearing in May, usually did not show 
the bronze to brown color. As they 
wilted, they -curled, drooped, be- 
came nearly black progressively from

the tip of the blade toward the base 
and remained attached to the twigs. 

Brown to black discoloration, usu- 
ally in the outside ring, was found 
frequently in diseased trees. Peeling 
back the bark revealed either diffuse 
discoloration or stippled to continu- 
ous streaks of varying lengths. How- 
ever, this was not a dependable diag- 
nostic character, because it was not 
always evident in wood from which 
the causal organism was isolated, and 
because it could not always be dif 
ferentiated from discoloration caused 
by other agencies. 

The inner bark and wood died 
after the leaves wilted. The small 


twigs died first, then the branches, 
the trunk and finally the roots after 
some time. The annual rings showed 
average growth up to the time of 
death. 

Trees usually died during the sum- 
mer that they first showed external 
symptoms, but in a few cases the 
larger branches lived over winter, 
partly leafed out the following spring 
and then died. No tree of the red 
oak group has been known to re- 
cover. 

The symptoms on white and bur 
oaks differed somewhat from those 
on black or red oaks. Comparatively 
few trees of the white oak group 
were found diseased, and they were 
not so severely affected in Wiscon- 
sin as the red and black oaks. 

The leaf blades often became pro- 
gressively necrotic from the apex to- 
ward the base, as described for red 
oaks. Though sometimes bronze, the 
discolored areas were often light tan 
to brown, or dark green and some- 
what water-soaked in appearance. 
The withered, necrotic leaves tended 
to remain on the trees. so that leaf 
fall was seldom heavy. 

Usually, in this host group, an en- 
tire tree did not wilt. Twigs with 
dead and dying leaves were often 
scattered throughout the crown, and 
some branches showed leaf symp- 
toms while others remained outward- 
ly healthy throughout the season. 

Discoloration in the sapwood was 
found in each of the fourteen trees 
examined, indicating that this might 
be a more common symptom in the 
white than in the red oak group. 
Most of the trees also showed die- 
back of the branches to varying de- 
grees—perhaps a symptom associated 
with the comparatively slow progress 
of the disease on this host group. 

The symptoms on both the red 
and white oak groups, though vari- 
able, allowed reasonably certain field 
identification. This was shown by 
the isolation of the causal fungus 
from ninety-five per cent of the trees 
suspected of having wilt. 

The name, oak wilt, was selected 
since it met the situation better than 
any other common designation avail- 
able, for the following reasons: (1) 
The prégressive bronzing and brown- 
ing from the margins on structurally 
stiff mature leaves suggested insufh- 
cient moisture. (2) Affected young 
leaves were curled and drooped. (3) 
There was often discoloration in the

Woodless Lath House 


Those who grow plants in shade 
houses made of wood lath sometimes 
find that within a few years after 
construction the wood laths rot and 
must be replaced. Confronted with 
this situation A. C. Oelschig & Sons, 
Savannah, Ga., recently solved the 
problem of finding a longer-lasting 
shade house material by erecting a 
woodless lath house made from Flex- 
board, a product of Johns-Manville 
Corp. Part of the new construction 
is shown in the accompanying illus 
tration. 

Supporting the overhead shading, 
purlins and stringers are %-inch iron 
pipe posts spaced at 10-foot intervals 
in rows seven feet apart. Five feet 
of this are the width of the plant bed 
and the remaining two feet are for 
the walk between beds. 

Purlins, also of iron, are connected 
with split tees to the tops of the pipe 
posts and give support to the rods, or 
stringers, over which the Flexboard 
laths are laid. The purlins are wired 
together with No. 16 galvanized wire 
By spacing the -inch iron rods 
about thirty-one inches apart, there 
are three rods to support each Flex- 
board strip. 

The Flexboard strips which replace 
the usual wood laths in the Oelschig 
shade house are four inches wide and 
eight feet long. Ninety-six running 
feet are made from one 4x8-foot 
Flexboard. To join the Flexboard 
strips into a continuous strip the 
length of the shade house, the ends 
are lapped, and short wires placed in 
hairpin fashion through two holes in 
the ends of the Flexboards are fas- 
tened under the rods. The holes 
should be made only in the ends of 
the Flexboard strips, and they can be 
made with an ice pick and hammer. 
The wire is looped over the lath and 
tied to the rods, which allows for 
expansion. There will be a slight 
belly, or bulge, between the rods, but 
this will not affect the looks nor the 
strength of the Flexboard laths. To 
give the structure an attractive ap- 
pearance, all rods and pipes are 
painted with two coats of aluminum 
paint. 


Building Cost. 


The cost of building this type of 
shade house depends upon the mate- 
rial used. For the house shown here, 
¥%-inch pipe was used for the sup- 
ports because the Oelschig firm had 
a quantity on hand, but C. H. Oel- 
schig says that any-size pipe may be 
used. Iron rods may be purchased 
from a near-by mill or iron dealer, 


and Flexboard is obtainable from any 
builders’ supply dealer. The Flex- 
board used by the Oelschig firm cost 
$89 per thousand board feet. It can 
be cut to the required size at a sheet 
metal shop at a small cost. According 
to Mr. Oelschig, the Flexboard and 
pipe shade house cost less to build 
than a good cypress structure, and 
with the application of paint to the 
iron parts every few years, he thinks 
the new shade house will last in 
definitely. 

Another Johns-Manville product, 
Transite board, is used in this shade 
house to hold the plant beds. For 
this purpose the Transite board is 
cut in strips six inches wide and 
forty-two feet long. Pegs to hold the 
sides are strips cut from 12-inch 
board. Six or seven inches of the 
Transite board are driven into the 
ground with a heavy hammer, the 
rest extending above the ground as 
an edging to the bed. One peg at 
each butt of the board holds the bed 


securely.

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Plant Notes Here and There 


If my correspondence is a basis for 
judgment, interest in hardy gerani 
ums is on the upward trend. It has 
been rather surprising, though, to 
note the number of inquiries about 
Geranium erianthum, because it is 
seldom, if ever, seen in nurseries, and 
that leads to the conclusion that it 
is not in the trade. One recent in 
quiry about its possibilities as a nurs 
ery plant will serve as a starting 
point for a brief discussion of the 
plant 

My experience here in northern 
Michigan indicates that, although a 
good garden plant, as will be shown 
later, G. erianthum is not apt to suit 
the neighborhood grower because 
the fleshy roots so resent disturbance 
that losses are sure to be heavy when 
plants in bloom are handled. As a 
garden plant it has much to recom 
mend it. Here we find large lavender 
flowers with reddish-violet veins over 
tufts of much-cut, downy foliage 
which make it one of the most pleas 
ing of the hardy geraniums. And a 
long blooming season, lasting from 
early summer into autumn, adds not 
a little to its value. Experience here 
leads to the conclusion that it is 
naturally short-lived, or, in case that 
is not true, there was something 
amiss in our cultural practices. Even 
so, the plant is worth frequent re 
newal 

This geranium naturally 
from British Columbia to Alaska, at 
or near sea level up to the alpine 
regions. Though the books speak of 
it as being three to six inches tall 
(taller at sea level), it was usually 
around eight to ten inches tall here 
In this climate it seems to prefer some 
shade, especially during the hottest 
part of the day, and well drained soil, 
rich in leaf mold

It is scarcely likely that butter 
worts will ever become general ar 
ticles of commerce, and I do not write 
of them in that vein, but it might be 
that some neighborhood nurseryman 
could use them to advantage. It is 
with that in view that I have as 
sembled a few notes, accumulated 
through the years, with the hope 
that some may find them useful. They 
are all interesting plants, the tropical 
ones being especially intriguing as 
pot subjects and the eastern Amer- 
ican Pinguicula vulgaris and _ its 
European relative, P. grandiflora, 
filling a niche in rock gardens or 
other outdoor situations to their lik

ing which is not easily taken by any 
other plant of my acquaintance 

Being naturally inquisitive, I have 
had no small amount of pleasure play 
ing with our native species, and I 
suspect that the plant's curious ways 
will interest many of your customers 
It might be possible, in fact, to make 
its peculiar behavior a good selling 
point. One interesting characteristic 
is its carnivorous nature, which will 
become apparent after a little ob 
servation, when insects in various 
stages of decomposition are seen in 
its silky leaves. The plant is said to 
derive much of its nourishment from 
that source; one authority claims that 
each leaf possesses several thousand 
glands which secrete a digestive fer 
ment. 

In addition to the foregoing, the 
plant is interesting throughout the 
year, especially in its dormant period 
As that time approaches in late 
\utumn, the pretty rosette of broad, 
greasy leaves withers away and is 
replaced by a tight, little bulblike 
bud. In nature this stage makes the 
plant look like a small nut lying on 
the surface of a mossy resting place 
for it is apparently without roots or 
other anchoring device 

The butterwort naturally 
throughout the northeastern states 
mm wet mossy rocks (calcareous, so 
it is said, though I cannot confirm 
that phase from observation or expe 
rience), seldom with roots in soil 
Under natural conditions it blooms 
from June until August, each 4 to 
8-inch scape bearing a single, 
lipped, spurred, violet-purple flower, 
reminding me of a linaria, although 
I have seen it compared to a glox 
inia. That comparatively long bloom- 
ing period, coupled with the intrigu 
ing make-up of the plant, would no 
doubt endear it to gardeners if it 
behaved well under cultivation 

I can say little about that phase 
of the subject, because my soil is 
much too dry to satisfy a moisture 
lover like the butterwort. Judging 
from the results we had with pot 
grown plants, which was, of neces- 
sity, our way of handling them, | 
suspect the butterwort would be far 
more amiable than the literature 
describes it or its haunts in nature 
would indicate. First of all, expe 
rience here showed that it does not 
need the mossy bed which it favors 
in the wild for its comfort. It did 
well here, in fact, in a compost of 
leaf mold and sand, mostly the former 
in a rather rough state. And it does 


grows 





not demand the copious amount of 
moisture which it seems to demand 
in nature. It does well in pots when 
viven the same attention other mois 
ture lovers (African violets, for in 
stance) are given. I can see no rea 
son, then, why it should not thrive 
in gardens that are not too dry or 
even in dry ones if given a little care 
to keep it supplied with enough 
moisture. 

Although the literature tells us that 
P. vulgaris comes readily from 
seeds, I cannot confirm the statement, 
because my experiments did not go 
that far. It does produce a large 
quantity of seeds, however; so trials 
would be easy. And it also produces 
a number of offsets at the base of its 
bulblike bud, which afford a ready

Nepeta Mussini. 


An Illinois reader, who stocked 
what was sold to him as Nepeta 
mussini, found the plant not what I 
told him it was. As others may have 
the same experience, the reply to this 
reader is given here in part 

The name Nepeta mussini is bet 
ter known than is the plant which 
should bear its name. That accounts, 
no doubt, for the fact that this cat 
mint is not popular in some quarters 
It may be that the coarser plant, 
coarser in every character, is only a 
form of mussini, but whatever the 
case may be, the refined product is 
a most valuable plant, with its small 
silver-gray leaves on fine stems and 
its racemes of soft lavender flowers 
from May until October, if given an 
occasional light shearing. The true 
plant is valuable for edgings, for 
grouping in forward positions in the 
border, where its height of a foot or 
less is in keeping with its surround 
ings, and on sunny slopes in the rock 
garden. It is imperishable, accom 
modating and beautiful, needing only 
to be dividend at 2 or 3-year intervals, 
and should then satisfy the most ex 
acting. 

Silene Asterias.

This Business of Ours 


Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


ETHICS. 


About five months 
noyed fellow nurseryman suggested 
that I write an article on unethical 
conduct in the nursery trade. I have 
been turning the idea over in my 
mind since that time, trying to col- 
lect enough pertinent facts about 
which to write. I finally realized 
that I had not had enough unfortu- 
nate experiences to make a story. My 
personal experience in the nursery 
business has only been about twenty 
years, but my father’s goes back to 
1890. 

According to the stories I have 
heard him tell, there was a time 
when it was not hard to find a nurs 
eryman who had a reputation for 
unethical conduct. In those days it 
was apparently a common practice to 
send out mislabeled fruit trees or 
seedling fruit trees or to misrepresent 
size or grade. Dishonest complaints 
by buyers were not uncommon. 
Father once told me of a committee 
that took a count of nursery stock 
for nurserymen and then used the 
information to buy up the short 
items. I do not think that the old 
timers were more dishonest than 
nurserymen of the younger genera 
tion, but the nursery business was 
suffering from growing pains and 
from another more important pain, 
that of economic stringency. Today 
the business is more mature and 
much larger; the investment is now 
big enough to make for maturity. 
General business ethics has ad 
vanced in all industries, also. 

The unethical conduct that the 
afore-mentioned nurseryman com 
plained about was the shipping of a 
consignment of trees to a customer, 
who, having found he could buy them 
cheaper elsewhere, tried to have the 
order canceled. When he was told 
that the order had been shipped, he 
attempted to refuse it. He then tried 
to have the state inspectors condemn 
the trees, and in the end he never paid 
for them. 

In my own personal experience the 
only examples I can remember are 
these: On one occasion I ordered some 
fruit trees from a nurseryman who 
told me he could not supply them. 
After I wrote asking him to substitute, 
he put the first name on the trees 
rather than the correct name of the 
substitution. 

Perhaps the nurseryman who an- 
noyed me most was the southerner 


ago an an- 


who must have used Johnson grass as 
packing material in two separate ship- 
ments. Not having any of it, we dug 
up every root and burned it when we 
discovered it. 

It is annoying, too, to have a fellow 
nurseryman, who is highly exacting 
as to the quality of stock that is 
shipped in to him, be careless of what 
is shipped out of his nursery. This 
trouble is more often found in dealing 
with the larger firms, where different 
persons are in charge of various phases 
of the business and responsibility is 
not specific 

Not long ago, while I was gossip 
ing with an inspector, he laughingly 
remarked that a certain firm almost 
always claimed a short count on ship 
ments, in spite of the fact that he had 
seen an employee of the shipper stand

by the door of the freight car with a 
counter in his hand. When mistakes 
are made, they are not all made in 
one direction. 

I think that nowadays most of the 
conduct arises from the 
following causes and not from mali- 
cious intent: (1) We grow a product 
difficult to standardize, (2) we become 
tired and careless during the rush 
season, (3) we have ignorant em 
ployees or (4) we may stretch a point 
in periods of actual hardship. 

I suppose there are crooked nurs 
erymen just as there are crooks in all 
walks of life, but these usually wind 
up before a judge and jury. From my 
own experience, nurserymen are a fine 
group of fellows, and I wish all of 
them a happy and prosperous new

LAKE COUNTY NURSERYMEN 
LAY PLANS FOR 1949. 


At a dinner meeting of the Lake 
County Nurserymen’s Association 
November 16 at the Parmly hotel, 
Painesville, O., Robert Kallay, presi 
dent, announced plans for an ama 
teur hour, January 18, and a one-day 
school for nurserymen, tentatively 
scheduled for February 25.

Edward Scanlon, city forester 
Cleveland, spoke on “Dutch Elm Dis 
ease” and “Trees Particularly Adapt 
ed for City Street Planting.” illus 
trating his talks with colored slides 
The slides clearly showed the pro 
gress of the Dutch elm disease, and 
Mr. Scanlon stated that the disease 
could be determined only by labora 
tory tests. Six cases were reported at 
Cleveland in 1947, and 150 in 1948 
giving evidence that the disease is 
spreading rapidly. Six per cent DDT 
used in a mist sprayer has been 
found effective for treating this 
disease 

Charles Beardslee, Beardslee Nurs 
ery, Painesville; Joseph Kern, Joseph 
Kern Rose Nursery, Mentor, and 
John Schultz, Springbrook Gardens 
Mentor, were accepted as new mem 
bers of the association 

At the association’s meeting, De 
cember 14, which was also held at 
the Parmly hotel, Charles Kohankie 
submitted a tentative list of plant ma 
terial to be used in connection with 
the group's display at the Cleveland 
flower show. At the previous meet 
ing Melvin Wyant, chairman of the 
flower show committee, asked for 
suggestions and help in _ locating 
greenhouse space to force the mate 
rial for the exhibit. It was suggested 
that Stephen Warner, also a member 
of the committee, draw up plans for 
landscaping the three model homes 
at the show and submit them at a

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FREIGHT RATE INCREASE. 


The railroads’ appeal for an imme 
diate freight rate increase of eight 
per cent was answered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission Decem- 
ber 30, when it granted eastern and 
southern carriers a six per cent rate 
rise and western railroads one of 
four per cent. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion also authorized the eastern and 
southern railroads to increase their 
rates six per cent on movements be- 
tween the two territories. A five per 
cent increase is authorized for car- 
riers operating within zone 1 of west- 
ern trunk line territory and four per 
cent in other than zone 1 of that 
territory. 

A five per cent increase will apply 
on freight movement between terri- 
tories except between eastern and 
southern territories that are allowed 
a higher rate 

The railroads were authorized to 
put the rates into effect upon five 
days’ notice. 

This action by the Interstate Com 
merce Commission was the first step 
in replying to the railroads’ appeal 
to raise rates thirteen per cent on a 
permanent basis to provide addi- 
tional revenue to meet mounting 
wages and costs of supplies. The car 
riers asked that eight per cent of 
the proposed increase be granted im 
mediately. The commission stated 
that hearings on the long-range pro 
posal would be held as speedily as 
possible in each of the four rate 
territories 

The higher rates will place the 
over-all freight rate structure fifty 
two per cent above the level of June 
30, 1946. 

In another order issued the same 
day, the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission authorized the Railway Ex- 
press Agency to increase its rates 
except in the west. This will be done 
by applying the higher so-called 
western scale of rates to the nation 
as a whole. 





PACKING MATERIALS FOR 
RESTRICTED PLANTS. 


A list of approved packing mate- 
rials that may be used in connection 
with any shipment of restricted 
plant materials was issued December 
17 by the bureau of entomology and 
plant quarantine and became effective 
January 1. The administrative in 
structions also include directions as 
to the use of these materials and in- 
dicate situations under which limited 
modifications may be made where 
conditions as to pest risk permit.

Robinia Pseudoacacia Umbraculifera. 


The globe locust, Robinia pseudo- 
acacia umbraculifera, is a horticul- 
tural variety of the common black 
locust. Although nothing seems to 
be known of its origin, it was under 
cultivation before 1810. Coming to 
the United States from Europe in 
comparatively recent years, it had 
immediate acceptance in the north 
west and the midwest. Even now 
it is not very well known in the 
east. 

Like the Catalpa bungei, the 
globe locust is an invention, the in 
vention consisting of grafting a 
shrub form of the black locust on a 
black locust stem. This graft re 
sults in a rapid-growing tree with 
a dense, dark green spherical head, 
thornless and without bloom, which 
never requires shearing to maintain 
its severely formal lines. Specimens 
have been known to attain a height 
of fifteen to twenty feet, still retain- 
ing the globe shape 

Most useful in strictly formal 
plantings, the globe locust can also 
be used as a street tree on narrow 
streets or when overhead wires pre 
vent the use of taller trees. Because 
it is hardier than the Catalpa bungei, 
it can be used over a much wider 
range. It is being grown successfully 
in such varied places as Alaska, 
Wisconsin, South Dakota, Califor 
nia and Oklahoma. 

Propagation is unusually carried 
on in the spring by top grafting 
Scions cut when dormant are stored 
in a cool place until the understock 
is ready. A cleft graft is made at the 
desired height, usually five or six 
feet, and the union is sealed with 
grafting wax. The new growth 
should be pinched back several times 
during the growing season to en- 
courage branching. 

The cover illustration shows one 
of a pair of globe locusts on the of- 
fice lawn of the Evergreen Nursery 
Co., at Sturgeon Bay, Wis. These 
specimens have never been trimmed 
or sheared in any way. They are 
dense in growth and full of birds’ 
nests; the feathered denizens appar 
ently appreciate the exceptionally 
heavy coverage. J. J.

ARBORIST’S PRACTICES.

NEBRASKA INTRODUCES 
NEW CHRYSANTHEMUMS. 


The North Platte substation of the 
University of Nebraska has announced 
the introduction of three new chrys- 
anthemums, produced as a result of 
the chrysanthemum-breeding project 
conducted there. The three varieties, 
all Lieutenant Beckner seedlings, have 
been named Santee, Pearl Parkinson 
and Ponca. 

The new chrysanthemums survived 
without protection the test winter of 
1947-48, which killed many standard 
chrysanthemum varieties, and have 
shown up well in tests throughout 
Nebraska. 

A limited supply of foundation 
stock is available to nurserymen and 
florists who have facilities to propagate 
for public distribution. Plants should 
be available for sale to the general 
public by 1950. 

Santee grows from twenty-four tod 
thirty inches tall and is upright with 
an open habit of growth. The full 
double, deep yellow flowers, which 
appear from late July until frost, are 
about two inches in diameter and are 
borne on stems long enough for cut- 
ting. The deep yellow color fades to 
shades of rose as the flowers age. The 
petals are uniform and regularly 
spaced. 

An upright and compact plant with 
dense deep green foliage, Pearl Park 
inson grows about twenty to twenty- 
five inches tall. Blooming from early 
August until frost, the flowers are 
borne in clusters of two to five on 
stems suitable for cutting. Individual 
flowers are three to four inches in 
diameter and have loosely twisted 
petals. During high midsummer tem- 
peratures the flowers are golden-yel- 
low flushed with red. As tempera 
tures decrease in fall the amount of 
red increases until the flower is bril- 
liant red with yellow shadings. 

Ponca is an upright plant about 
twenty-eight to thirty-four inches tall. 
It is subject to wind damage if planted

The foliage is dark 
green. The most frost-tolerant of the 
three new varieties, Ponca blooms 
from late August until hard freezes.

NEW STRAWBERRY 
VARIETY RELEASED. 


The release of a new strawberry, 
named Sioux, has been announced 
by the bureau of plant industry, soils 
and agricultural engineering of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The berry was produced as 
a result of breeding work conducted 
by Dr. LeRoy Powers at Cheyenne 
horticultural field station, Cheyenne, 
Wyo., and testing conducted by 
Glenn Viehmeyer at the North Platte 


substation of the University of 
Nebraska. 
Sioux, tested as Cheyenne selec- 


tion 1215, was produced by hybridi- 
zation and selection. Fairfax was 
crossed with a selection of Rocky 
mountain native strawberry, Fragaria 
ovalis, and the resulting Fl was back- 
crossed to Fairfax. One of the plants 
resulting from this backcross proved 
outstanding and by a sexual propaga- 
tion gave rise to Sioux 

The new strawberry has proved 
fully winter hardy without protec- 
tion. No injury to crown or fruit 
buds was observed during the test 
period. The plants are more vigorous 
than plants of the commercial varie- 
ties Gem, Dorsett, Fairfax, Dunlap, 
Howard 17, Midland, Evermore or 
Streamliner as grown in the central 
plains area. Sioux has shown great 
frost and drought tolerance and dis 
ease resistance. 

The fruits are of good size and 
have an attractive external appear- 
ance. The skin color is bright scarlet 
with a high sheen. Sioux is more 
suitable for home use or local market 
than for shipping because of a slight- 
ly soft flesh texture. The berry has a 
good flavor and a high aroma similar 
to that of many wild strawherries. 

A June bearer, Sioux produces 
many runners having long internodes 
that give good placement of the new 
plants. Foundation plants are avail- 
able from the stations at Cheyenne 
and North Platte to other experiment 
stations and to nurserymen who wish 
to propagate the new variety.

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AZALEA-CAMELLIA CENTER 
AT SEMMES, ALA. 


Large roadside signs _ recently 
placed along the highways leading to 
and from Mobile, Ala., proclaim that 
the town of Semmes, Ala., is the cen- 
ter of the azalea and camellia indus- 
try in the United States, and a full- 
page illustrated article in the Sunday 
morning edition of the Mobile Press 
Register for November 28 stated that 
nursery properties at Semmes repre 
sent an industry worth an estimated 
$3,000,000. While nursery operations 
are conducted all around Mobile, 
Semmes claims that more azaleas and 
camellias are grown and shipped from 
Semmes than any other one point 

According to the newspaper arti- 
cle, there are twenty-five individual 
nursery firms and one florist in the 
general vicinity of Semmes and near 
by Moffett Road. Approximately 
1,800 acres are said to be planted in 
nursery stock at Semmes, and the 
nursery industry employs more than 
200 persons. A photograph repro 
duced with the newspaper article 
showed an airplane view of acres 
of lath houses which protect young 
plants from the intense heat of the 
sun by a covering of wire and woven 
glass used as camouflage netting dur 
ing the war. One nursery has twenty 
seven acres of such lath houses. Also 
shown were a group of coldframes, 
several hothouses, the interior of a 
propagating house in which cuttings 
ire placed to root for six or seven 
weeks in cement beds and a machine 
for sterilizing soil 

The favorable soil and climate are 
given much credit for the success of 
the nursery industry at Semmes. The 
soil is of two types, Orangeburg and 
Norfolk, and the climate affords 288 
growing days a year and heavy rain- 
fall. In recent years one of the major 
factors for a good volume of sales 
has been a demand for camellia and 
azalea plants far exceeding the sup 
ply 

Nurserymen at Semmes generally 
insist that prices for their products 
have risen little in recent years 
While costs of production have in- 
creased greatly, they have been over 
come to a great extent by the adop 
tion of more efficient methods of 
operation. Operations at the larger 
nurseries especially are being mechan- 
ized as far as possible to increase efh 
ciency and speed up work as well as 
to eliminate the need for a large 
personnel. 

Buyers visit Semmes from practi 
cally every state in the United States 
during the summer, fall and winter to 
make their purchases. From the north- 
ern and midwestern states come most-

ly florists who force plants into early 
bloom in their greenhouses, while 
from the south buyers are both flo- 
rists and landscape nurserymen. 

While azaleas and camellias are 
considered the principal items of pro 
duction around Semmes, other plants 
grown for considerable volume of 
sale include gardenia, magnolia, juni-

Semmes boasts two unusually old 
and large camellia plants, photo- 
graphs of which were reproduced 
with the newspaper article. One is a 
52-year-old Camellia Sarah Frost 
which stands nearly twenty feet high 
It is owned by Mr. and Mrs. C. A 
Simson, florists, who have taken 
about $1,000 worth of cuttings from 
the plant since it came into their 
possession.

A long time ago it was news that 
Mr. Rockefeller was planting large 
trees on Fifth avenue, in front of 
Rockefeller Center in New York city, 
and that architects and other persons 
did not like the idea. Trees would 
not live there, they said, and they 


would spoil the avenue’s striking 
architectural effect. Mr. Rockefeller 
evidently went ahead, regardless, 


for now the news is that the Dutch 
elm disease is destroying these $1,500 
trees and that A. M. van den Hoek, 
chief horticulturist at Rockefeller 
Center, is looking for substitutes that 
can withstand disease and reflected 
summer heat 

Apparently, paved streets and 
underground cables, tunnels 
and steam lines are not the worst 
hazards for a city tree. Being knocked 
down or run into by vehicles is the 
worst, and next to this is having the 
bark nibbled by horses. The mounted 
police have found it most convenient 
to tie their mounts to the young trees 
Mr. Van den Hoek has had this prac 
tice forbidden, but he has other 
troubles, such as high winds. Five 
years ago a hurricane blew down the 
Oriental plane trees in the plaza of 
Rockefeller Center. Since the Orien- 
tal plane tree is an unobjecting tree, 
Mr. Van den Hoek had them set up 
right again, and they went right on 
growing

track, too, with a white peach bud 
from a hardy Russian strain which 
will grow in temperatures as low as 
20 degrees below zero.

Another bit of scientific news 
which has seeped from behind the 
iron curtain is that ascorbic acid, or 
vitamin C, is found in green walnuts. 
Our own chemists in the United 
States Department of Agriculture got 
busy and found the vitamin not only 
in green walnuts, but in the discarded 
hulls of ripe nuts as well. They then 
went a step farther and developed a 
method for extracting it in pure 
crystalline form. This may mean the 
beginning of a new million-dollar in- 
dustry for this country, for there are 
enough walnut hulls in California to 
yield about 125,000 pounds of as- 
corbic acid. As present prices that 
would be worth $1,500,000. Present 
prices are high, I know, for I tried 
to buy some ascorbic acid last sum- 
mer to keep frozen peaches from dis- 
coloring, but decided that at the 
current price I preferred them brown.

duration, and it may be true of some 
of its forms, but none that I have 
grown (and that must have been a 
dozen or more ttrials during the 
years) has been.

Be that as it 
may, a sowing of seeds from any 
source that I have tried will yield 
quite long-lived plants. For garden 
use, S. asterias grandiflora, equally 
saw and more showy in its 
large balls of scarlet flowers in late 
spring and early summer, would be 
preferred by most, and I venture to 
say that a showing of this plant in 
the nursery would result in many 
sales. The 2 to 3-foot stems rise 
from low rosettes. All asterias forms 
are easily grown from seeds, and the

cultural information, he would prob- 
ably not find the golden asters at all, 
because few are mentioned, and, 
more often than not, there is no 
enthusiasm shown when they are re 
ferred to. Such a state of affairs is 
to be expected, though, for, with one 
or two exceptions, the plants are not 
especially showy. Then, too, they are 
natives, a fact that usually means in 
difference on the part of gardeners 
Not more than half of the twenty or 
more species have been in this gar 
den, but not a single one that has 
been grown lacks garden merit. Some 
were better, of course, than others 
Of the better ones, Chrysopsis mari 
ana is perhaps the best; yet it is not 
easy to put it ahead of the better 
forms of C. villosa. In fact, variety 
rutteri of the latter is about the best 
border plant of those that have come 
this way, being larger of flower and 
later-blooming than the type. Any

soil and moisture. They want a dry 


sunny position. 

In fact, one need never complain 
about a lack of plants for dry, sunny 
situations as long as he can find the 
golden asters. In addition to the tall 
growing kinds, there are many, in 
cluding the indefatigible and long 
blooming C. falcata, suited to rock 
garden planting. A few are annuals, 
such as C. pilosa, or biennial, as C 
gossypina (the cottony one), but they 
are mostly perennial, asking for the 
simplest fare. They are easily grown 
from seeds, which is usually the pre 
ferred way, though C. villosa rutteri 
and other improved forms may be 
grown from cuttings of new growths 
in spring. 


Phlox Bifida. 


There are many favorable things 
to be said about Phlox bifida and 
some things of a less complimentary 
nature. To dispense with the un 
pleasant part first, it may be men 
tioned that the worst fault I have 
found in the genus is the poor colors 
common among seedlings. Some of 
the authorities are positive in the 
statement that P. bifida never shows 
any of the red-purple shade which 
is characteristic of the other two 
members of its group, which includes 
the popular P. stellaria. That can 
scarcely be true of plants grown from 
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garden-saved seeds, though, for ex- 
perience here has shown at least fifty 
per cent of seedlings are of undesir 
able color. Many of them are what 
we nurserymen call rose-colored, a 
polite term for rosy-purple or dirty 
magenta. Be that as it may, there are 
many good colors, including violet, 
blue, lavender and white, which may 
be propagated vegetatively. And the 
best forms are really good garden 
plants, plants which will be looked 
at more than once by admiring pur 
chasers. All will also be plants of 
easy-going temperament. 

Their ease of culture is, in truth, 
their greatest recommendation as gar 
den plants in the trying climate east 
of the Rockies. The common name, 
sand phlox, reveals the plant’s needs 
as to soil, but does not indicate how 
much drought and other adverse cit 
cumstances it will endure or how it 
selfsows in a pleasing manner, if one 
keeps a lookout for undesirable col 
It is the most enduring phlox of 
which I know exceeding even the 
ubiquitous P. subulata in its ability 
to withstand drought and neglect

Co. This will cut matter bluegrass 
as well as weeds, whereas a sickle bar 
tends to clog up. 


With the advent of the many new 
chemicals for weed control, separate 
equipment is advisable for spraying 
these materials. We have one power 
sprayer for use only with poisons. A 
field of business which is easy to sell 
but which is often overlooked is weed 
control in factory yards. Most busi- 
nesses want their factory areas to be 
clear of weeds and grasses. Sodium 
arsenite is the material to use, but be 
sure your employees are properly 
protected. 


The maintenance of machinery is 
so important it should not have to be 
discussed. A maintenance chart is 
necessary, even if there is only one 
vehicle or tractor to maintain. We 
have made a large chart on a 6x8-foot 
masonite board painted black with 
white lines forming the columns. The 
date is entered with chalk in the ap- 
propriate space for lubrication, bat- 
tery check and other maintenance. 
In the army, this was called first and 
second echelon maintenance. 


One question which often arises is 
how much to charge for the use of a 
special piece of equipment on a land- 
scape job, for example, the use of a 
tractor, air compressor or Rototiller. 
Equipment companies which make a 
business of renting machinery use 
the following formula for equipment 
of four to five years’ amortization: 
Monthly rental, ten per cent of pur- 
chase price; weekly rental, one-third 
of monthly rental, and daily rental, 
one-third of weekly rental. A charge 
for delivering and returning the 
equipment from the job should be 
made in addition to the above billing.
